For  some  time  we  have  considered  issuing  a  weekly  statistical  grain  market 
report.  The  purpose  of  this  proposed  report  is  'twofold..  One  objective  is  to 
compile  in  one  report  a  brief  summery  of  the  most  important  government  announce¬ 
ments  relative  to  grain  that  occurred  during  the  week.  The  second  objective  is 
to  present  more  complete  and  current  statistical  information  in  a  manner  that 
permits  easy  comparison  of  related  data  for  similar  periods  of  time.  Attached 
is  a  sample  copy  of  the  first  issue,  which  is  given  only  limited  circulation 
on  a  trial  basis. 

A  similar  report  will  be  issued  next  week,  December  19.  Each  weekly  report  will 
be  slightly  different  in  that  statistics  that  are  released  on  a  monthly  basis 
will  be  included  once  a  month  as  they  become  available,  for  example:  the  amount 
of  grain  under  price  support.  If  the  comments  received  regarding  these  reports 
are  favorable,  this  report  will  be  prepared  for  general  distribution  commencing 
in  the  near  future.

WEEKLY  STATISTICAL  GRAIN  MARKET  REPORT 


Trial  Run  Washington  25,  D,  C.  December  12,  1952 


GRAIN  MARKETS  WEAKEN  -  DEMAND  LESS  ACTIVE 

Grain  markets  weakened  reflecting  a  less  active  demand  for  the  week  ended 
December  11,  reports  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  indicate.  Wheat  prices, 
except  Durum,  declined  1-2$  per  bushel  influenced  by  a  less  active  export  and 
domestic  demand  for  wheat  and  a  slower  inquiry  for  flour.  Durum  wheat  prices 
advanced  slightly  at  Minneapolis,  Rye  prices  declined  3$  per  bushel  reflecting 

the  light  demand.  The  advance  in  corn  prices  for  the  past  few  weeks  came  to  a

halt  and  with  the  less  active  demand,  prices  declined  2-4 £  per  bushel.  Oats 

markets  weakened  along  with  corn  at  Minneapolis  and  Kansas  City  and  prices 

dropped  1-2$  per  bushel  but  at  Chicago  prices  were  slightly  higher.  Barley 

prices  were  about  unchanged  at  most  markets  but  declined  about  2$  per  bushel  at 

Kansas  City,  Although  offerings  of  grain  sorghums  were  slightly  larger  than  a 

week  ago,  demand  was  more  active  and  prices  gained  2$  per  cwt,  at  Kansas  City 

and  6$  at  Fort  Worth,  Influenced  by  a  slow  crusher  demand,  soybean  prices 

dropped  2-3$  per  bushel  and  flaxseed  declined  2$  per  bushel. 

Farmers  placed  more  than  334  million  bushels  of  1952-crop  wheat  under  price 
support  through  November  15,  1952,  Through  the  full  month  of  November  last  year 
about  186  million  bushels  of  1951  wheat  were  placed  under  price  support.  The 
largest  quantity  on  record  for  an  entire  crop  year  was  408  million  bushels  in 
1942-43.  Price  support  on  1952-crop  wheat  is  available  to  farmers  through 
January  1953*  The  quantity  in  million  bushels  of  other  commodities  placed 
under  price  support  through  November  15,  1952,  compared  with  the  entire  month 
of  November  1951,  shown  in  parentheses,  was:  barley  6.4  (15 • 3 ) ;  oats  14«7 
(11,9)5  corn.  19.5  (3.2);  rye  0.1  (0.5)5  grain  sorghums  2,1  (12,3)5  flaxseed 
2.8  (1.6)  and  soybeans  5.7  (7.1). 

A  procurement  authorization  in  the  amount  of  $4,950,000  for  Yugoslavia  was 
issued  December  10  by  the  Mutual  Security  Agency  for  the  purchase  of  wheat. 

The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  purchased  14,755,000  pounds  of  80  percent 
extraction,  Pacific  export  flour,  enriched  (wheat  equivalent  320,184  bushels) 
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for  export  to  Formosa  at  the  request  of  the  Mutual  Security  Agency.  Total 
offerings  by  mills  on  the . purchase  amounted  to  24,605,000  pounds  (wheat  equiva¬ 
lent  533,929  bushels). 

Sales  under  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  continue  to  lag  with  a  little 
under  2.7  million  bushels  recorded  during  the  past  week.  This  compares  with 
11.1  million  during  the  comparable  week  a  year  ago.  The  total  for  the  season 
to  date  wa3  120.6  million  bushels  this  year  as  against  185.7  million  last  year. 
With  lagging  sales  exports  of  wheat  were  slow.  Inspections  for  export  totaled 
3.5  million  bushels  for  the  current  week  as  against  6.3  million  the  comparable 
week  a  year  ago.  Inspections  since  July  1  at  109.3  million  were  61  million 
bushels  below  the  same  period  a  year  earlier.  Corn  exports  are  running  well 
above  last  year  with  inspections  for  overseas  export  at  5*6  million  bushels-  for 
the  week,  and  the  total  since  October  1  amounting  to  24.3  million,  more  than 
double  a  year  ago.  Barley  exports,  largely  from  the  Pacific  coast  are  also 
heavy  with  inspections  during  the  past  week  amounting  to  1.6  million  bushels. 

The  total  since  July  1  this  year  was  20,1  million  as  against  11.1  million  last 
year.  This  country  imported  1,1  million  bushels  of  oats  and  1.5  million  bushels 
of  barley  from  Canada  for  the  week  ending  December  4,  according  to  Canadian 
reports.  The  total  imports  of  oats  and  barley  since  July  1  amounted  to  28,0 
million  and  11.9  million  respectively.
